The publication is described as a liberal, 
indepertent organ that is leaning to the left due to the growing strength 
of the Chinese Comuunists. Tunng Anh Man also writes for the ‘Great China 
Press (Dah Chung “lah) of Mani.a, a Kr organ in the Philippines. He 
worked as a re r correspondent of this newspaper since 1946. The tenor 
of his articles is very anti-French and anti-Bao Dai. He is said to have 
good informational contacts with members of the various political parties 
and,although sympathetic to the Viet Minh, claims he does not share their 
opinions,
